; It was at that time that the gov- 
ernment moved to prevent a natural 
spiralling of prices and placed the 
ceiling on prices stabilizing them 
at the then existing levels 

“That policy, carried out with 
thoroughness and care, has suc- 
ceeded in heading off the threat- 
ened inflation.” 

There was some argument that 
inflation would have benefited 
the farmer but he would lose the 
increased revenue from increas- 
ed prices of what he sells on the 
increased cost of what he had to 
buy, the minister said. 


The “very real harm” that agri- 
culture would suffer “Is the defla- 
tion and collapse of prices that 
would follow inflation,” said Mr. 
Ilsley. 

“Suct deflation more than can- 


cels out whatever temporary gains 
some farmers might make out of 
the rising markets of inflation.” 

There might be doubt, Mr. Isley 
said, as to whether avoidance of 
inflation is worth all the tremend- 
ous effort and cost it entails 


WORTH COST, TROUBLE 
“It most certainly is worth the 
cost and trouble,” he declared. “In 


the first place we must avoid infla- 
tion if we are to fight this war to 
the full extent of our ability, 

“If we were spending a great 
deal of time and effort trying to 
keep up with the rise in prices, 
trying to negotiate revisions of 
wage rates, trying to spend our 
money before it lost its value, bar- 
gaining to keep ahead of the other 
fellow, we would not be able to 
| keep at our work as well as we 
can now. 


“If we were torn by disputes 
over rising prices, disputes over 
the adjustments of pensions and 
the difficulties of those living on 
their savings, disputes, even 
Strikes, over wage rates, and by 
eternal bargaining and haggling, 
we would certainly impair our 
unity of spirit. 

“Lf the cost of living were shoot- 
ing up by substantial amounts 
each month, we would be thrusting 
the costs of the war upon many of 
those least able to bear them— 
distributing these costs unfairly 
and haphazardly. 

BOOST WAR COSTS 


“If we let inflation proceed, we 
would increase greatiy the cost of 
j}the war and the size of the na- 
tional debt accumulated during the 
war. If we let prices get out of 
control, we would find it very 
much more difficult to readjust 
ourselves to peacetime conditions 
when the war is over, because we 
would face deflation as well as de- 
mobilization 

“For all these reasons, therefore 
1 consider all the difficulties and 
costs of price control to be little 
enough to pay for the advantages 
that we gain.”

ALMONTE, Ont., Jan. 8.— (CP) 
—A Pembroke-Ottawa local train 
crew never knew a troop train 
was following them on the night 
of Dec. 27 until it smashed into 
the local at this town and caused 


36 deaths, a coroner's jury was 
told by witnesses yesterday. 

In the Almonte town hall, where
